Stratton, the guard who was suUs- 
pended with Moore, also denied hav- 
ing seen McEriane drunk or even 
drinking. This witness thought his 
fellow guard, Moore, was crazy or 
sick, but not drunk, on that day when 
both were called to court. 


Telis Jail Poisoning Story. 
‘Aaron Moshick, a prisoner convicted 
af forgery, who has an appeal pend- 
jig. was another witness who gave 
peculiar testimony. Outstanding was 
his story of the attempts to poison 
McErlane, David Stark, a pickpocket, 
and “Three Finger’ White, a safe- 
blower. 
For three successive Saturdays their 
food had been poisoned, Moshiek testi- 


fed. He is employed in the jail hos-! 
he said, and! 


Wital as an “ interne,” 
they were brought to the ward for 
treatment. 

"He couldn't explain this, but he did 
attempt to give an explanation as to 
why McErlane is continually kept in 
the hospital. McErlane has hereditary 
_ tonsillitis, the witness said, and a 
brother of the prisoner died as a re- 
sult of black tonsils. 

«Moshiek spoke of McEriane as a 
of standing’ in the jail. He de- 
fénded McEriane in the narrative of 
two free-for-all fights in the jail. Once, 
ne said, McEriane was unjustly ac- 
cbsed of selling dope, whereas it was 
another prisoner who had stolen a 
hypodermic needle from the hospital 
and used McEriane’s name in trying 
to trade it for a shot of dope. : 

Not in Druggan’s Class. 

“He didn’t -exactly list McErlane as 
iff the class of Druggan and Lake as 
guests of the county jail, but even he 
was stumped for an explanation of 
Why McErlane was allowed to have 
quarters in the hospital and have other 
prisoners visit him there when Warden 


Weidling thought McEriane to be in 
the solitary confinement of “the 
island.” 


Walter Woertz, formerly chief clerk 
at the jail, said he had frequently seen 
empty whisky bottles in the cells. He 
said on one occasion he reported to 
Superintendent Springer that 
a®™number of the prisoners were drunk,

TWO CANOEIST 
SACRIFICE LIVES 
TO AID COMRADES 


Thrilling Tale Told by, 
Survivors. | 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.} 
Toronto, Ont., July ~22:—Eleven 
young men and boys, ranging in age 
frore 16 to 28 years, nerished on Balsam 
lake, 75 miles from Toronto, yesterday 
morning, in a tragedy comparable to 
Great Lakes annals of heroism that it 
brought forth. Only four boys out of 
a War canoe crew of fifteen survived. 
Two of the drowned, Robert Shea- 
Butcher and Oliver Merdell, senior 


camp officers, gave their lives that the js 


balance of the boys might have a bet- 
ter chance for safety. After the party 
had clung to the overturned canoe for | 
hours, 
that he was not a swimmer and conse- 
quentiy only a burden. Preceding his 
action with a prayer, he slipped off 
quietly into the chill waters and 
drowned. Merdell performed a like 
sacrifice, after swimming around and 
around encouraging the lads. 


Boys Perish Without Whimper. 

Nine of the drowned boys were from 
Toronto, one from Peterboro and one 
from Galt. They struck out Tuesday 
night for camp supplies, but were upset 
by a squall. The survivors hung on to 
the drifting canoe all night and part 
of Wednesday morning, before they 
drifted to an island. e rest of the 
lads slipped off one by one, without a 
whimper, into the blackness of the 
night. / 

Survivors today tell of the experi- 
ence of the night, the risks run, and 
the sacrifices made in an effort to ef- 
fect. each other’s rescue. John and 
William Wigginton, brothers, pulled 
each other back on the upturned canoe 
half a dozen times before John’s chilled 
fingers finally let go for the final fatal 
time. William drifted to the island 
with the canoe, and with three others 


soft, warm sand. All through the night 
boy after boy was pulled back to safety 
by comrades until the declining 
strength of the stronger gave out com- 
pletely, and then each slight splash 
and gurgle became a death knell. 


Tries to Swim for Aid. 


Arthur Lambden, the camp adjutant, 
also performed feats of heroism 
through the night, lending a helping 
arm to many a lad as he slipped from 
his hold and plunging into the waters 
from his own position to bring the 
boys back to safety. : 

Ray Allen of Peterboro died in an 


effort to swim the three-quarters of a) 


mile of choppy water for assistance. 
He sank before he got out of sight. 
The youngest of the lads, 15 years old, 
dropped off when the canoe had drifted 
to within 100 yards of Grand island. 

Mr. Shea-Butcher’s example of for- 
titude and sacrifice will be commemo- 
rated by the city of Toronto.

UNCLE SHYLOCK. 


A dispatch from THe TRIBUNE correspondent in 
Rome says that official circles are. expecting 
America to assume the initiative in calling a con- 
ference to do for Europe economically what the 
Locarno agreement has done politically. 

Such reports are inevitable. Mr. Strong, head of 
the principal reserve bank of the United States, 
that of New York, and therefore presumably 
representative of the views and interests of our 
most powerful financial interests, been in Eu- 


land, has given rise to much speculation. Now 
Mr. Mellon has gone to Europe, ostensibly, of 
course, on vacation. Official denials that these 
facts indicate a common purpose do not discourage 
rumor, A financial news service, for example, 
asserts that Norman and Strong already ‘have 
formulated a plan to be offered the governments 
as a formula on which the banks can undertake 
world stabilization. This is said to involve revision 
of the Dawes plan, reducing payments, modifica- 
tion, meaning, of course, reduction of the debt set- 
tlements, including the British, and clearance of all 
war debt payments through the agency to be 
created to receive Dawes payments and securities, 
thus recognizing interdependence of debts and 
reparations as hitherto denied by us, but asserted 

This news agency asserts that “key” experts 
are being detached from the treasury, state, and 
commerce departments, under pretense of vaca- 
tions in Europe. 

All of which f may or may not be worth 
the ink required to stt it down. What is certain 
is that Uncle Shylock is expected to do some more 
salvaging, and he will do it. It is not often that 
a debtor begins negotiation for a new loan by 
throwing brick bats at his creditor, and there is 
enough fallible humanity in the American people 
to resent the insults and unjust accusations direct- 
ed at us somewhat less than a decade after the 
second battle of the Marne. But Uncle Shylock is 
soulless and will not miss an opportunity of rivet- 
ing upon innocent Europe the shackles of financial 
servitude. We have learned of late that we let 
France and Great Britain fight our war for us 
for two years, while we sold our goods at extor- 
tionate prices to our defenders. We are learning 
now that we were responsible for the failure of a 
general forgiveness of debts after the war, which 
undoubtedly would have ushered in the millennium. 
After we have used our resources in an effort to 
stabilize European exchange and put something 
better than politics under its currency, we shall 
in due time be even more popular than we are now.

WASHINGTON.—A terrible disaster 
befell Gen. McDowell's army at Manas- 
sas Junction on Sunday night, July 
21. After first being victorious, the 
Union forces suffered defeat and panic 
seized them. The panic began among 
the teamsters who drove the baggage 
wagons and civilians caught the In- 
fection from them. The wagons had 
been driven too near the army and the 


sition incident to the battle to be in 
favor of a retreat, precipitately fied, 
carrying off the horses and leaving the 
wagons blocking up the road. The 
soldiers in their turn mistook this for 
a retreat of the army and joined in 
the flight. | 

The battle was one of the severest 
ever fought on the American continent. 
Up to 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
federal troops had driven the rebels 
a distance of ten miles. We were ad- 
vancing and taking their masked bat- 
teries gradually but surely. Then the 
enemy seemed to have been reinforced 
by Gen. Johnston, who, it is under- 
stood, took command and began driv- 
ing us back. Then came the panic 
and a regular stampede. 

It is thought Gen. McDowell under- 
took to make a stand at or near Cen- 
treville, but the panic was so fearful 
that eee whole army became demoral- 
ized it was impossible to check it 
either at Centreville or Fairfax Court 
House. Beyond Fairfax Court House 
the retreat kept up until the men 
reached their regular encampments. A 
large number of the soldiers in their 
retreat fell by the wayside from ex- 
haustion and scattered along the route

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GLOOMY ABOUT 
ELECTRIFICATION 


Sees 100 Years Needed 
to Develop Air Rights. 


A Picture of air rights development 
with. several heavy shadows was pre- 
sented by Vice President L. C. Fritch 
of the Rock Island lines yesterday 
morning to the council joint subcom- 
mittee on electrification of Chicago 
railway terminals. Mr. Fritch’s gloom- 
jest view was: 

“There's about half of the area 
south of Harrison street (raflroad ter- 


minal district between State street and 
the river) where the air rights will not 
be fully developed for 100 years. It 
will be fifty years before we can hope 
to have the other half developed.” 

It is generally agreed that large 
buildings are not practicable over rail- 
road tracks until the smoke, gas, soot, 


and cinders of steam operation have - 
been eliminated. The aldermen there-! 


fore tnterpreted Mr. Fritch’s statement 
to mean that if electrification in this 
‘gouth side railroad area is dependent 
on the development of air rights, they 
are twenty-five or more years too early 


in talking about it at present. 


. Aldermen More Optimistic. 
But they indicated a belief that Mr. 


Fritch is unwarrantedly pessimistic, |: 


and they talked about inviting Presi- 
‘dent James FE. Gorman of the Rock 
Island to the hearings. He was ab- 
gent from the city yesterday. 

“T can’t swallow that 100 years 
stuff,” commented one alderman after 
the meeting. “ Chicago was a trading 
post 100 years age. If Mr. Fritch is 
right, these college professors and en- 
gineers who predict Chicago will have 
14,000,000 population within the next 
seventy-five years are daffy. I wonder 
what sort of a permit the Rock Island 
wants for a new terminal? He also 
suggested two years in which to bring 
the 1915 report up to date, and I as-

show a return on investment in elec- 
trification to get very far with it. You 
cannot get blood out of a turnip or 
money out of the blue sky.

“ Probably half of the smoke charged 
against the railroads in the 1915 re- 
port is made outside of Chicago at 
their yards. When I was with the 
Illinois Central we were ready,to elec- 
trify part of the service in 1907 or 1908, 
but the money for it could not be ob- 
tained.”’ 

Mr. Fritch said that the Rock Island 
is in hearty sympathy with the pur- 
pose of the committee, and promised 
“generous cobperation.” He added 
that he believes “the railroads are the 
best coSperators of any industries in 
Chicago.” 

“Q” Chief Sees Smoke Reduced. 

Hale Holden, president of the Bur- 
lington railroad, also told the commit- 
tee that he thought the 1915 report 
should be brought down to date. Both 
he and Mr. Fritch agreed that their 
railroads would bear their share of the 
expense. 

“TI believe that the smoke made by 
the Burlington in Chicago is now 
substantially less than in 1915,” said 
Mr. Holden. 

“It is the policy of the Burlington 
to be a good neighbor. That is our 
attitude and we are willing to sit 
down and talk it over when our neigh- 


policy. 

“It was estimated tn 1915 that it 
would cost the Buritngton $10,000,000 
to electrify and it probably will cost 
$20,000,000 now. We are not asleep on 
electrification. We have made a com- 
prehensive study of electrifying about 
400 miles of our system where we 
thought it would be most advantageous, 


but the report showed it was imprac-| 


ticable at the time. 
“Complete electrification of all the

HOW 
HELP MAKING 
ELECTRICITY 


BY HARPER LEECH. 

Who can calculate America’s debt to 
the gold fish? His manner of life gave 
us a striking object lesson, turned into 
an unforgettable line, which depicted 
modern life as affected by the snooping 
uplift. 

Now for another obligation. The gold 
fish is contributing to the annual output 
of kilowatts—he is acting as a stabilizer 
of our power systems. Here's how. As 
the small town power houses have béen 
converted 
where the current of long distance trans- 
mission lines is stepped down to house 
and shop voltage, their maintenance as 
standby generating units for emergencies 
is a problem of economy. 

The spray ponds where the relatively 
small amounts of water used for con- 
densing are cooled in the brief intervals 
when the plant is in action, offer an in- 
viting home for a species of pond moss 
which gets into the apparatus and clogs 
up the spray nozzles. To keep them clean 
has been a constant chore in many small 
plants—a job made no easier by the long 
periods of inactivity, when the moss 
grows rapidly. 

Hearing that carp were vegetable eat- 
ing fish, an enterprising manager of such 


| a system recalled that gold fish are mere- 


ly ornamental carp, bred by ingenidus 
Orientals, who have such remarkable 
success in achieving unimportant things. 
He stocked his pond with gold fish. The 
moss problem was solved. The gold fish 
ate the moss. When all the moss was 
eaten, they turned cannibal and ate each 
other, until the moss got another chance, 
when the numbers of gold fish automatic- 
ally grew to a point where there was 
just enough moss to sustain them, and 
none left to clog the spray nozzles. 


No regulating device in that power 
house is more accurate than the self- 
regulating biological baJance which na- 
ture established in that spray pond. 
Whether the spray pond the writer ex- 
amined was the starting point of the gold 
fish electrical auxiliary or not, it is a 
fact that the manager’s plan has attract- 
ed the attention of the industry and has 
been copied far and wide—so that the 
gold fish is now a genuine factor in the 
power industry. The pond which swarmed 
with thousands of gold fish fry as long 
as the moss was available, now contains 
only a few big fellows, some swift and 
wary middle aged fish, and a few incon- 
spicvous youngsters, who will survive 
adult fishood. The pond is in a way a 
miniature picture of the industry itself— 
it is producing swifter and wiser gold 
fish undoubtedly, even as the economic 
processes of eliminating the smaiier pow- 
er units, makes for efficicncy. 


Inside the plant they have a marvelous 
device which keeps the voltage constant. 
If a man takes a switch and alters it, the 
regulating device automatically corrects 
his error or counteracts his purpose, as 
the case may be. Neither folly nor ill 
will can prevail against it. But this 
marvelous product of man’s brain is no 
more sure or certain than the survival 
device in the pond outside, and that was 
invented when life began.

The committee, headed by A. H. Bar- 
ber and consisting of eight members, 
traveled in three automobiles. They 
were met at the edge of the district, 
South State and EHighteenth streets, by 
A. L. Foster of the Chicago Urban 
league, a society for the advancement 
of the colored race, and wére escorted 
on a tour which took them through 
many stages in the development of 
Chicago Negroes. 

Going south ina zigzag course down 
several streets near Michigan boule- 
vard, the committee noted the ram- 
shackle tenements in which Negroes in 
that region live. They-inspected sev- 
eral] of the tenements and inquired into 
rental rates and interior conditions. 
They visited the Binga State bank, 
Thirty-fifth and South State streets, 
finding its personnel entirely made up 
of colored people.

chicken ‘‘en casserole ’’. advise the ad- 
| dition of an unthickened liquid around 
‘the meat we made two tests with a 
‘Plain or unthickened stock and were 
‘convinced that our preference for a 
| thickened liquid, with a sort of’ cook- 
| ing that would not reduce the liquid 
enough to make a real gravy, was

' ‘Whe old-fashioned cook used for a

By the latter 
method it is sometimes called braised 
chicken, but one of our leading cook 
books says of this: “This is like 
fricasseed chicken with the smaller 
amount of liquid.”

She partly 
fills the casserole with boiling stock, 
after adding many vegetables for sea- 
soning, covers the casserole and cooks 
the chicken for an hour and a half in 
a hot oven, basting frequently, and 
says: ‘If properly cooked the chicken 
will be a dark rich brown, the stock 
will have evaporated to just sufficient 
to form a sauce.’
